T is no wonder that our 
fhipping fhould excel all o- 
thers in the covenience and 
beauty of their ftructure, 
when we confider how long 
we have had the pre-emi- 
nence in trade over all other 
nations in the world. Next to us the Hol- 
landers have always borne the bays in naval 
architecture ; thefe were the only two ftates 
that the illuftrious Peter Alexowitz, czar of 
Moicovy, thought worthy of vifiting on that 
account, when he generoufly uuderwent fo ma- 





ny toils and perils in his travels for the fake of 


improving and advancing his country. The 
deference which all the maritime powers in 
Europe pay at this time to our fhip-carpenters, 
in preference to thofe of any other nation, evi- 
dently evinces our fuperiority : but a compa- 
rifon of the beauty of ftruéture between our 
fhips and thofe of the wily Hollanders, our 
only competitors for the glory of naval archi- 
te€ture, exalts us to the higheft pitch of emi- 
nence. The tafte of different people in fhip- 
ping feems analagous to their tafte in women, 
at leaft it feems fo between us and the Dutch. 
That vaft rotundity of fides and ftern fo re- 
markable in the Holland fhips, anfwers to the 
immenfe hips and belly of thofe females, who 
are admired by Dutchmen as accomplifhed 
beauties : among us no woman is efteemed a 
beauty without the exactefl fymmetry of body, 
afd in confequence the fides and fterns of our 
fhips are much lefs, in proportion to their 
length and breadth, than thole of the Dutch. 
’Tis true, their fhipping is ftrong and capable 
of carrying large burdens, and,-not to lole the 
parallel, their beauties are flout and fertile ; 
but fymmetry is fo far from being inconfiftent 
with ftrength, that ftri@tly fpeaking it is the 
very effence of it; anda general rule of Ho. 
race for a poet who defigns to produce a finifh- 
ed Compofition, would be as applicable to a 
thip-carpenter who intended to demonftrate his 
excellence in the architecture of a veffel,

But the preference given us by the world in 
general renders this an indifputable point. This 
fuperiority is not evident alone in the moft fi- 
nifhed of all fhips, men of war, but even in 
common trading veffels. 

In confequence of this fuperior goodnefs of 
our fhips, our men have always been more for- 
ward to hazard dangerous voyages, than thole 
of other maritime powers ; we had more trade, 
more and better failors, and therefore have al- 
ways poffeffed the dominion of the feas. Tho’ 
we had not the good fortune firft to difcover 
America, we have improved navigation in ge- 
neral more than any other people ; we were 
the firft who ever made the compleat tour of 
globe, and have fince made it oftener than any 
other nation. 





No other people have mace fo 


many attempts for the difcovery of a north- 
eaft and norch-weft paffage, and if there really 
are any fuch paffages, none are ftill fo like to 
be the firft difcoverers. But thefe advantages, 
advantages which have rendered us the envy of 
the whole globe, have not been tranfmitted to 
us without much effufion of the blood of our 
fore-fathers. Many fevere battles have been 
fought at fea by them, againft the French, 
Spaniards, and the perfidious Dutch, in which 
tho’ fometimes they have been the vanquifhed, 
yet have they foon recovered themfelves, and 
upon the whole have been always victors. In 
thefe engagements our commanders have be- 
haved Jike true Britons, like men infpired with 
the genuine {pirit of liberty; they have de 
monttrated at the fame time as undaunted an 
intrepidity, and deliberate coolnefs of conduct, 
as the moft celebrated heroes of any other 
country that ever yet entered the lifts of fame. 
To name thefe heroes would be fuperfluous ; | 
will not fuppofe any Briton fo ill acquainted 
with che hiftory of hisown country, as to make 
fuch a repetition needful. 

The difcovery of America foon put all the 
maritime powers of Europe in agitation, to 
obtain as many poffeffions on thofe continents 
as poffible. The Spaniards who firft accepted 
the offers of the difcoverers, confequently have 
made the greateft fettlements : among the reft 
we were not idle, and our. poffeffions there are 
now encreafed to fo great a pitch, as to be in- 
finitely larger chan our native dominions. The 
French and Spaniards who vainly hoped to en- 
grofs both the American continents to them- 
ielves, and who, notwithflanding our diligence 
and that of all other maritime powers, are in 
poffeffion of all the moft valuable parts ot 
them, excepting what belongs to us and the 
Portuguefe. When they faw their greedy ex- 
pectations difappointed by the progrefs we dai- 
ly made in the Weft Indies, and all along the 
northern continent of America, and of conte- 
quence the great additions we fhould make to 
our dominions and trade ; fretted to fee that a 
people who had always been a thorn in their 
fides, who had always baffed their ambitious 


defigns, would, by this new acquifition of 


power, be more able than ever to interrupt 
them: and {till more piqued, when they re- 
flected how inconfideravle thefe people were in 
number and exrent of country, compared with 
themfelves : at length they came to an agree- 
ment, fecretly to fit out a fleet of fhips, infi- 
nitcly greater in bulk and fuperior in number 
to that of ours. ‘This was that famous Arma- 
da fo well known in hiftory, with which they 
did not doubt to make a complete conqueft of 
us, and in confequence of fo great an addition 
to their naval power, to render themfelves ma. 
fters of ail the new difcovered continents of 
America, and arbiters of Europe in general. 
’Tis well known how much providence be- 
friended us, by feparating thofe fhips in a 
ftorm. But the Engagement which happened 
afterwards with pare of this Fleet, convinced 
the world of the folly of their Dependance on 
the immenfe bulk of their fhips. Experience 


has now taught us that thefe vaft fhips are only 








of ule for blockades, or the cannonading of a 
town. The Victory is a recent and eminent 
example, how little capable thefe fhips are to 
bear the inclemencies of a turbulent fea. Lef- 
fer fhips will mount and fall with the waves ; 
by complying with them they avoid their fury, 
and ’tis the only means by which they could 
avoid it. ’Tis an obfervation of our moft ex- 
perienced feamen, that very few fhips above 
the rate of 60 guns are obferved to do any fig- 
nal fervice in an engagement. 

After this memorable period of time we con- 
tinued fo to encreafe our navy, that the French 
and Spaniards feem never fince to have indulg- 
ed fuch fanguine notions, of conquering this 
iland. We have kept up our fleet in fucha 
powerful condition, that fuch Notions mutt 
have appeared little better than madnefs, Wars 


we have had indeed and viétories on both ° 


fides ; but in general they have efteemed them- 
felves happy if they were able tolerably to de- 
fend their coafts and trade; whilft we have 
looked on ourfelves in a ftate of fecurity. ._To 
have recourfe to any particulars in hiftory to 
prove this would be ridiculous, when it is fo 
generally known that, in almoft all the wars 
fince, they were more indebted to bribes for 
their victories than any real fuperiority ; and it 
is on thefe they have long placed their princi- 
pal dependance. We have had fome nobd!e 
fellows indeed formerly, like Carter, who 
have taken their money and drubbed them in- 
to the bargain.- But in later times fuch men 
as thefe have been Rare Aves in Terris. For 
in one war, and that a recent one, we have 
feen as many in commiffion as were 
jufficient to ruin the moft powerful nation that 
ever yet was known to exift. But if fuch 
mcn have been rarely found among us of late, 
{till that we have not been entirely deftitute of 
them, Vernor, Anfon, and Warren are wit- 
nefics. 

What has hitherto always been our glory 
and advantage, we have reaton to fear may one 
day prove the contrary, The French and 
Spaniards, convinced of the fuperiority of our 
fhtp-builders to theirs, ufe all imaginable me- 
thods to entice them from amongft us. Eve- 
ry day brings us accounts of their building 
fhips, as tho’ they meditated another Arma- 
da; and they are not afhamed to boaft of the 
number of Englifh artificers employed in their 
docks. Certainly we cannot be too much up- 
on our guard, to prevent an evil which mutt 
prove’of fuch fatal confequence to us. If thefe 
fhip-builders defert their native country to af- 
fift. the enemies of it to it’s deftruétion, thro’ 
avarice and the curfed thirft of gold, we ought 
to purlue them with the utmoft vengeance. 
But if, on the contrary, it fhould appear, that 
they travel abroad for want of employment to 
fubfift them at home, furely it is an evil that 
will admit of no delay, and calls out loudly to 
our governors for a remedy. If the number 
of thefe artificers is fo great, that our trading 
vefiels alone are not fufficient to employ them 
all in time of peace; ‘tis certain the navy in 
general is out of repair, and is capable of af- 
tording them bufinefS enough. Surely there 
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cannot be a greater inftance of folly, than to 
neglect the common repairs of our navy, when 
our enemies are conftantly encteafing the num- 
ber of theirs.

fa&tion of the Curious, and Improvement of Know- 
e. 
A {mali Veffel arrived at St. Lucar from Buenos 
Ayres in 104 Days, confirms the Lofs of the Nuef- 
tra Senora de la Luz, in the Riverde la Plata. This 
Veflel was fitted out from Lisbon with Leave from 
the Court of Spain, in the Year 1748; and had on 
board, when fhe was loft, a Million and a half of 
Dollars, 36000 Hides, Vicuna Wools, &c. Only 
eight of the Crew were faved. Very large Infurances 
were made in England on this Ship.

A 
few Days ago fome Workmen in digging the Foun- 
dation of a Houfe, difcovered three }ron Coffers full 
of Medals in Gold, Silver & Copper, many of which 
are very curious, & have been difpofed in the King’s 
Cabinet. The Ferdinand, a Spanifh Man of War 
arrived laft Friday from Cadiz, having brought the 
Value of 2000000 of Piaftres in Silver Bullion, to 
be coined into Money here, for the Ufe of his Ca- 
tholic Majetty.
